Rub it energetically into the 
spot, then leave. the part for 
twenty-four hours, well coated 
with the stuff. At the end of 
that time brush it all off, and 
clean the shoes with a good 
brown polish or cream. 


If a polished table becomes greasy 
so that it cannot be polished nicely, 
wash It thoroughly with a warm s0ap 
flake Inther, using sponge. Dry 
with equal thoroughness, then potish 
in the usun! way.

Pythlas.” “After touring with come 
punics for, two years he hod a run 
of 30 wecks as Sir John Oxon in "A 
Lady of Quality.” Saon afterwards 
he came into promincnee through 
the brilliance he ‘displayed in ‘The 
Ciimbers.” : After playing Tom 
Statford in “Sweet Kitty Bellairs’ at 
the Belasco Thentre, New York, with 
great success he joined Maxine 
ElMott and fool the part. of Sam 
Coast in “Her Own Way.” 

In April 1903, Carew went to Lon-. 
don and remained for nearly for 
yeirs, playing Frank Bruce in “An 
Annel Unawares.” Hector Malone in 
“Man ond’ Superman” and other 
leading parts, In January 1907, he 
returned to America with Ellen 
Terry and her company, and played 
the title-role Jn “Capt. Brassbound's 
Conversion" ond Geert in “The Good 
Hope." At Pittsburjt in March 1907, 
he nnd Miss Terry were married,

Farelyn Postal authorities con- 
firnied to-day that on Saturday the 
Jnpenese censors banned from the 
malls Saturday's {Issue of the amecri- 
can owned Shanghai Evening Post, 

Although the censors gava no 
rensun, it is noteworthy thut tne 
Post featured a story of a Japincse 
assault on a British subject, Mr 
Renicdios, and reviewed the scries of 
“nerve-wracking incidents Involvirg 
unruly Japanese and long-sulteving 
Shunghat-landers."" 

This is the first instance of forciga 
newspapers being banned from_ the 
mails. but it Is leerned that the Em- 
press of Japan from Hongkong on 
Sunday before arriving here posted 
a warning stating “all cummuniastic 
and anti-Japancee Utexature and alsa 
Hongkong newspapers’ should be 
destroyed.” - , :

JAPANESE EXPLANATION 


Copics .of the American owned 
Evening Post, dated April 2, wrapped 
up and posted for delivery outside 
Shanghal, were held up in the Post 
OMce on instructions of the Japun-

Questioned regarding the non-post~ 
ing of these papers and the ban on 
Hongkong newspapers In Shanghai, 
the Japanese spokesman said that he 
had no information, this being a 
question for the censors. 

Ho added that while {t was the 
policy of the Japancse not to Inter- 
fere with foreign mail so far as 
possible, the Japanese intent to

Kung Pao, in u leader to-day, wel- 
coming the Britith Ambassador, Sir 
Archibatd Clark Kerr, expresses the 
hope that at Ienst “Britain will carry 
out her promise to the Lengque of 
Nations to cffer China ‘assistance 
threugh material and diplomatic 
chanagis.” . :

CHINA GRATEFUL 

“Britain cannot ignore what has 
been yolng on in the Far East since 
the Lukonchino incident. ~We ‘are 
grateful for the sympathetic expres- 
gions of the British Press, churches 
ond Intellectuals. 

“We nre cspeclaly grateful for 
Britain's cfforts for an cary termina~ 
tlon ‘of Sino-Japanese hostilities at 
the League meetings and the Brussels

“Wo are hanpy to inform the Bri- 
tish Ambassador that the Chinese 
public unanimously regards Dritain 
as one of China's most trustworthy 
friends. 

“We also wish to inform the Brie 
tish Ambassador — that  Britaln’s 
fricndship towards China will not be 
wasted.” 

“For nearly 40 years Britain has 
been looking for a friend in the Far 
East.. Britain decided to assist and 
cultivate the friendship of a new pro- 
gressive nation—Japan. Britain was 
unwilling to take action despite 
Japan's occupation of Manchuria. 
When Japan extended her influence 
to the area south of the Great Wall, 
Britain still adopted an attitude of 
compromise. But to-day Japan's 
ampb,.tion to conquer the whole of 
China and drive the influence of the 
white race out of the Pacific becomes 
‘perfectly clear, This necessitates 

Dritain’s reconsideration of her Far 
East policy. She cannot ‘hesitate 
any longer and a far-sighted pollcy 
must be deelded.

COST BURDEN 


The proposals offered by “the 
Financial’ Secretary, the Hon. 
Mr, Caine, for the abolition of 
free water, the revising of 
charges and the reorganisation 
of the administration of this 
vital utility service appear to 
have failed to win any great 
amount of popular support, The 
reception given the suggestions 
by contemporaries is not exactly 
enthusiastic. "If, as seems pro- 
bable, the - more well-to-do 
people of Hongkong are going 
to pay the waterworks piper 
‘under ----the - new....system... of 
charges it is not surprising that 
they should be concerned. But, 
on the other hand, if the poorer 
people are.to benefit, as seems 
equally probable, it is in’ the 
public interest to support Mr. 
Caine's scheme. 

‘Actually it is not proposed to 
attempt. to pass judgment on, 
this very involved and com- 
plicated subject. But it does 
seem, on the face of it, that

attempt, whether it is & rocky hillside, 
ravine, alpine meadow, or dry moraine 
(Le, the heap of stones left at the foot 
of a glacier, damp and gritty under- 
neath, and atony op the surfnce), let 
jt imitate as nearly as possible the 
natural scenery.

MEMORIAL TO MEN OF 
BIRKENHEAD 
Cape Town. 

At Danger Point, a loncly headland 
115 miles. from Cape Town, Vice- 
Adm. Sir Francis. Tottenham, Com- 
mander-in-Chief Africa Station, yes- 
terday unveiled n bronze plaque to 
the men of the troopship Birleenhead, 
which sank within sight.of the Point 
on February 2, 1852, with the loss of 
454 lives. ‘The memorial has been 
erected by the Navy League of South 
Africa as a tribute to those men 
who by their behaviour on that occa- 
sion “gave the English-speaking 
world one of the finest British mill- 
tary maritime traditions.”

The Coal Bill, which Is one of 
the Government's) maln legislative 
measures of the session, was moved 
for the third reading in the House of 
Cominons to-day by the Secretary for 
Captain Cruikshank.

Both had been tortured before they 
were shot, 

Police belleve the killer was accom- 
panicd by n womun, who stood by, 
and watched while he beat and. shot 
his victims, 

District Attorney Roy Jackson of 
Et-Paso said he believed the pair met 
Mrs, Frome and her daughter when 
they had tyre trouble. 

A killer of such brutal tendencies 
that he stamped = on- his helpless 
victlms after beating them almost 
unconsclous, was sought to-night In 
the vast, sparsely settled areas of the 
south-west. 

Police were virtually without 
clues as to the fdentity of the 
murderer. They were not even cer- 
tain whether one or two men robbed 
and killed the women.,

COST BURDEN . 


The proposals offered by the 
Financial Sceretary, the Hon. 
Mr, Caine, for the abolition of 
free water, the revising of 
charges and the reorganisation 
of the administration of this 
vital utility service appear to 
have failed to win any great 
amount of popular support. The 
reception given the suggestions 
by contemporaries is not exactly 
enthusiastic. If, as seems pro- 
bable, the , more well-to-do 
people of Hongkong are going 
to pay the waterworks piper 
under the new “system ‘of 
charges it is not surprising that 
they should be concerned.’ But, 
on the other hand, if the poorer 
people are to benefit, as seems 
equally probable, it ig, in the 
interest to support Mr. 
Caine’s scheme. 

Actually it is not proposed to 
attempt to pass judgment on 
this very involved and com- 
plicated subject. But it does 
seem, on the face of it, that 
those who can best afford to pay 
more for their water are to be 
asked to do so; and that if there 
are any benefits they will be 
found in the reduction of rates 
among the tenement dwellers. 
In this respect it must be borne 
in mind that unless landlords,

and English gentry during the age of 
Queen Victoria, the choice of a pro- 
{cession for him wus limited to one 
of three—the counting-house, the 
elergy or the army. Sir Thomas, 
however, chose the first, und being 
gifted with an exceptional capacity 
for frures and what might also be 
stated an unusual aptitude for finance 
~-banking was promptly conceded as 
being his proper meticr, Consequent~ 
Jy, with: this end ins view he com- 
menced his carcer ot the nge of 20 ay 
a clerk in the Belfast office of the 
Bank of Ireland. Four years later 
havilg served his apprenticeship so 
to speak, he joined the Agra Bank 
und subsequently in 1886, he com- 
menced a Jong and most successful 
association with the Hongkong ond 
Shanghat Bank which had only been 
founded in January of the previous 
year, 


During the next decade, Sir- Thomas 
served the Bank in various capacities, 
and his financial acumen and general 
abillty being by this time widely 
isnown all along the China coast, he 
was chosen to occupy the institution's 
highest post, that of Chief Munoger. 
This position, as those who are aware 

_ of the preseminence of the Hoogkony 
and Shanghal Banking Corporation in, 
the mercantile affairs of the Far East, 
is nimost. unique; for the occupant 
may be sald to wield almost dicta- 
torial power nnd Is comparable tn 
more ways than one with the dignity 
of the Governor of the Colony.

which may be mentioned the Bunk of 
Persia of which he was chalinnao for 
come time, In addition, ‘he retained 
un .active interest In- the Eust, und 
for years was a famlllar fgure at the 
annual reunions of the Hongkong und 
‘Shanghal Bank tn: London. It was 
whilst he was staying In the metro- 
polis and sitting peacefully in his 
chalr that his active Hfe cume to an 
end at the age of seventy-four on 
December 21, 1915. Thus passed 
the man who, during his many 
yenrs residence in the Colony, besides 
being a banker in the generally ac- 
cepted meaning of the term, was 
likewise a highly esteemed Ieader ‘in 
the social and political. life of the 
community. He served on practical- 
ly every committee which had the 
welfare of the Colony as its motive, 
and {t‘was truly said that no public 
cause was complete without a word 
from “T. J." as he was affectionately 
known to his friends and admirers; 
for Sir Thomas had the Irish knack 
of translating his fund of cogent 
logle into discaurses of silvery 
eloquence, 


In short, he was regarded with the 
greatest affectlon by all classes of the 
community and his valuable services

Chinese and Japanese since carly 
Monday morning have fought furlous- 
ly for possession of the key city on 
the north. bank of the*Grand Canal, 
uecording to a Chinese: milltary com- 
rinnique, 

Since possession of Talerchwang 
will largely determine the outcome of 
the present Tlentsin-Pukow railway 
huttle, the Japanese attacked the 
Chinese Mnes- persistently, pourlng 
very heavy artillery and machinc- 
pun fire Into the Chinese positions, 
but the Chinese refused to yield 
fround, and are fighting off gamcly 
the repeated Japanese assaults, 

The casualties on both sides are 
reported to be heavy. —Retter.
